Fir*t Irinli of this 
machine have been rem arkably satisfac­ 
tory and specimens of IIxo fibre sent to 
Europe are pronounced equal to h lie- 
quell, and German im porters say that 
all the maguey fibre Mexico ran pro­ 
duce will be taken at good prices. This 
means the building of a tremandnously 
lnrgo fibre export trade and the utiliza­ 
tion of a plant which, after yielding 
pulque, has little or no commercial 
Value.

Port an Sp".in, Aug. 2.—Venezuela is 
again on the eve of a revolution aud se­ 
rious complications will, in all proba­ 
bility, arise between the governments 
of Venezuela and Colombia. 
President 
Castro, while facing the uprising against 
his own authority, is also accused of 
furthering 
secretly 
the 
revolution 
agaiust the 
Colombian government. 
Anus, ammnuition and other accesso­ 
ries of war have been quietly smuggled 
into Venezuela through the waterways 
of the republic, aud the first engage­ 
ment is expected to be a signal for the 
uprisings in several widely separated 
districts. 
General Castro is expected to assert 
his power by placing strict censorship 
on all tulegraphio dispatches from that 
country as well as ordering close scru­ 
tiny of all mail matter passing through 
the general postoffice in Caracas. 
To add to tho seriousness of tho situa­ 
tion in Venezuela itself it is well known 
in the adjoining republic of Colombia 
that a very strong feeling of resentment 
against the Castro government exists 
on account of what is considered a seri­ 
ous breach of international law on the 
part of Venezuela, for its alleged recog­ 
nition, if not actual assistance to the 
leaders of the revolutionary party of 
Colombia.

Eads have been prostrated since Tues­ 
day night at 8 o’clock, but a reporter 
found a man who left Port Eads early 
on Wednesday. 
Ho was seen at Buras, 
which is OO miles down the river, aud 
the farthest j>oint with which there is 
wire communication nt t ho present time. 
'This man describes the storm which 
swept that section as a regular tidal 
wave, similar to the one which resulted 
iu such awful loss last year. 
He said 
all the people living on the east bank of 
the river hail moved up to the “Jump” 
which is 15 miles from tho mouth of 
tho river. 
Tho house of a man named Cob­ 
den, half a mile above tho quarantine 
station was swept away and tho >5 mem­ 
bers of the family, including uiue chil­ 
dren, were drowned. 
Tho quarantine buildings wore badly 
damaged but no one injured. 
The big tow boat Chamberlain was 
driven high and dry iu tho marsh Lug 
her crew are safe. 
Tho government boat General Reis is 
believed to have been lost. 
Captain O’Brien’s house was svv. ct 
away but he was on tho boat which 
was believed to be outside. 
The pilodriver at Port Eads was sunk.
